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INTRODUCTION 


HE  owner  of  this  collection,  Mr.  A.  F.  Bowman,  is  a  well-known 


A  collector  and  connoisseur  both  here  and  abroad.  Mr.  Bowman's 
father  was  also  a  collector  of  note.  The  following  is  a  quotation 
from  a  letter  addressed  by  him  to  The  Anderson  Galleries:  "The 
collection  consisting  of  some  five  hundred  pieces  has  been  formed 
during  a  number  of  years,  mainly  in  England  and  abroad  in  the 
course  of  my  travels,  and  remains  intact  from  the  commencement. 
I  have  never  parted  with  or  sold  a  single  piece  since  I  began  col- 
lecting. Practically  all  periods  are  covered  from  Han  to  Tao 
Kuang,  and  there  are  many  choice  specimens  from  such  famous 
collections  as  the  Melnikoff's,  Kennedy,  Sir  William  Lawrence, 
Barton's  (Devon,  England),  Duke  of  Sutherland's,  Hamilton  Pal- 
ace, etc. 

The  reason  for  splitting  up  and  disposing  of  the  collection 
is  that  owing  to  severe  reverses  caused  through  the  war  I  have  been 
obliged  to  realize  my  assets  and  have  been  advised  to  sell  my  collec- 
tion in  America." 

Most  collectors  specialize  on  one  branch  or  another  of  their 
hobby  and  confine  themselves  to  strict  limits.  Mr.  Bowman,  how- 
ever, wished  to  gather  a  general  and  representative  collection  of  all 
periods  of  the  various  pastes  and  glazes,  with  a  broad  view  and 
open  mind  to  the  numerous  shapes  and  forms  (as  well  as  qualities) 
of  manufacture,  and  the  range  of  colors  in  the  monochromes  and 
flambes.  Naturally  such  a  collection  embraces  many  odd  and  unique 
examples  rarely  met  with  outside  the  confines  of  a  museum. 

The  collection  includes  blue  and  white  blanc-de-chine  in  soft 
paste  and  hard  paste  porcelains,  monochromes  in  sang-de-boeuf, 
rare  peach-bloom,  pigeon-blood,  apple-green,  celadon,  mazarin-blue 
iron-rust  and  mirror-black.  There  are  many  important  pieces  of 
the  Sung,  Ming,  K'ang  Hsi,  Yung  Cheng  and  Ch'ien  Lung  periods ; 
notably  a  Sung  figure  of  a  Sage,  a  peach-bloom  Kylin  (Yung 
Cheng),  a  pair  of  pigeon-blood  Amphora  vases,  a  sang-de-boeuf 
bottle-shaped  vase,  a  disc-shaped  vase  in  marvellous  ruby-red  glaze ; 
an  egg-shell  blue  and  white  hawthorne  ginger-jar,  also  one  in 
orange  color,  and  a  beautiful  white  porcelain  vase  decorated  with 
Imperial  dragons  in  peach-bloom,  and  mounted  on  a  carved  ivory 
dragon  stand.  This  vase  came  from  the  Imperial  Summer  Palace, 
Peking,  and  is  a  rare  and  lovely  example  of  Chinese  art.  The  carv- 
ing of  the  ivory  cover  and  stand  of  Imperial  dragons  is  exceptional- 
ly well  executed.     There  are  several  splendid  wood-carvings  and 


bronzes  in  the  collection,  two  beautifully  sculptured  figures  of  mailed 
warriors  in  bronze  being  of  special  interest. 

To  the  connoisseur  and  collector  this  exhibition  should  particu- 
larly appeal,  embracing  as  it  does  the  whole  range  of  colors,  shapes 
and  periods.
